Meras, of the navy, 
has been placed on the retired list for 
color blindness. 

Hon. BAYLESS HANNA died at Cratv- 
fordsville, Ind., on the Ist, aged 61. 

On the 8d the president signed the 
commission of J. Sloat Fassett, to be 
collector of the port of New York. 

CoL. MIsNER of the Seventh infantry 
has been placed on the retired list. 

From Italy comes the news that the 
government has begun retrenching at 
the foot by deciding to dismiss 3,000 
workingmen from the government dock 
yards this month. The decision has 
aroused widespread discontent among 
the workmen, and a large number to be 
thus thrown on their own resources are 
said to be ripe for mischief. 

On the 3d Mrs. Leslie Carter, the 
actress, came into court in New York 
and swore that she. had-no money, and 
had had none for so long she had for- 
gotten what it was like. 

Mr. ATKINSON, M. P., who was sus- 
pended from the house of commons for 
one week, will have the resolution of 
suspension expunged from the records 
or resign his seat.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 31st Liverpool suffered from a 
$250,000 fire. Many thousand bales of 
cotton were burned. 

Foo-Cuow (China) advices are to the 
effect that riots are imminent there, and 
that the city is entirely unprotected. 
The Chinese authorities appear to be 
either criminally supiue or unconscious 
of the danger which menaces the for- 
eign population. 

Apvices from Ounalaska say that on 
July 12 the United States steamer Rush 
picked up a boat containing six men 
from the whaling bark Herriman. They 
lost the ship in a fog three days before, 
and were nearly dead from hunger ana 
exposure when found. 

AN explosion in a fireworks factory 
in Corunna, Spain, killed six persons 
and injured many others. 

On the Ist the British stcamer 
Angelica, from Cardiff for the Mediter- 
rayean, returned to porton fire. Three 
of her crew were burned to death. 

HARRY OGDEN, a wealthy merchant 
doing business in Franklin street, New 
York, and owning a cottage at Mon- 
mouth Beach, is missing. He was last 
seen on July 25, on the steamer Mon- 
mouth, during a heavy shower as she 
was nearing Sandy Hook. It is feared 
he fell overboard. 

Tue conviction of R. M. King, a Stv- 
enth-Day Adventist, of Obion county, 
Tenn., for plowing on Sunday, was up- 
held by Judge Hammond, of the United 
States district court. King must either 
pay a fine or serve a jail sentence. 

It has developed that Albert Moliter, 
who was murdered thirteen years ago 
in Presque Isle county, Mich., was a 
son of the king of Wurtemburg. 

Two INNOCENT persons were killed at 
a ball in the Blue mountains of Colora- 
do, on the Ist, in a disturbance caused 
by an uninvited guest. 

A New York Advertiser reporter 
turned guard at the Clinton (Ne YA 
state prison, and now tells a story of 
horrible barbarities practiced there by 
the officials. 

‘THE municipal election held in Rome 
on the 3d was attended by terrible 
riots. 
rioters, who looted and burned a por- 
tion of the town hall, destroying valua- 
ble archives. In the suppression of the 
riots one person was’ killed and many 
wounded. 

Tue British steamer Wallarah, from 
London for Sydney, was wreeked near 
Cape Town, and is a total loss. 

DESPERATE bourse speculators in Bar- 
celona, Spain, attacked the garrison in 
foolhardy attempt to produce a panic 
on the bourse under the impression that 
a revolt had begun. Several were shot 
on both sides. 
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Jackson H. DonNELLY, @ wealthy 
septuagenarian, who lived near Arkan« 
sas City, Kas., is believed to have killed 
his wife and then himself. 

In 1887 Jackson Marion was hanged 
at Beatrice, Neb., for the alleged mur- 
der of John Cameron. Marion always 
protested his innocence. Cameron has 
turned up alive and well in Kansas, 
after years of wandering in Mexico and 
Alaska, and was greatly shocked to 
learn that Marion had been hung for 
his supposed murder. 

A RIOT occurred during the progress 
of a prize-fight ata railway camp near 
Westlake, La., and rumor has it that 
fourteen men were killed and sixteen 
wounded. 

S. S. Pierce & Co., of Boston, have 
been convicted for selling French peaieo 
which had been colored with a prepara- 
tion of copper. The pease were canned 
in France. ‘The case will be appealed. 


MISCELLANEOUS; 

On the 3d Superintendent Owen di- 
rected that thirteen Russian Hebrews, 
who had arrived at Baltimore, Md.,and 
were detained as “assisted emigrants,” 
be released from custody, bonds having 
been furnished that they would not be- 
come public charges. 

ON the 3d the National Union of tex- 
tile works opened their second annual 
session at Fall River, Mass. President 
Sullivan was in the chair. Over 300 
delegates were present. 

THE consulate of che Argentine Re ¥y 
public at Satille Bluff, Ga., has been 
abolished by order of the Argentine 
government. 

On the 3d Abram Braker, dealer in 
commercial paper at 295 Broadway, 
New York, assigned without prefer- 
ences. 

On the 3d the foreign committee of 
the Chicago World’s fair arrived in Ber- 
lin, from Paris, to lay before the au- 
thorities and manufacturers the benefits 
to be derived from exhibiting at the 
fair. 

SEVERAL large loans have been made 
in New York recently in which the 
lenders insisted upon a gold clause, ac- 
cepting lower interest in consideration 
thereof. 

Tuk United States immigration com- 
mission is meeting with very good suc- 
cess in Europe. 

THE Pan-American Transportation 
Co. expects to build twenty steamers 
under the mail subsidy act for the 
Spanish-American trade. 

A Kansas Crry (Mo.) alderman has 
intreduced an ordinance providing for 
a license for drinkers of intoxicating 
liquors. 

Durina@ the late session of the Ne- 
baska legislature an eight-hour law 
was passed, to go into effect August 1. 
The workingmen of all trades are now 
endeavoring to enforce it, but are meet- 
ing with much opposition from employ- 
ers.

A GREAT deal of apprehension is felt 
in Mexico in regard to crop prospects. 
Only drenching rains in the next two or 
three days can prevent a famine. 

Tur United States Treasurer con- 
tinues the daily shipment of small notes 
to the West for use in moving the crops. 
The total amount sent so far is $2,000,- 
000. 

Tue latest and most trustworthy elec- 
tion returns from Kentucky give Brown 
for Governor a plurality of about 23,000. 
The People’s party polled less than 
15,000 votes, but elected three of their 
Legislative candidates, all in the lower 
house. 

A MEETING of citizens of Birmingham, 
Ala., on the 4th subscribed $102,000 to a 
million dollar steel works. The citizens 
were asked by the promoters for $150,- 
000, and the other $48,000 is in sight. 


James Lortvus, a farmer of Lawrence- 
‘ burg, Ind., while fishing on the 3d was 
attacked by muskrats and 80 terribly 
bitten that he died from blood poisoning. 
Tur Kentucky bureau of agriculture 
inits report on the 4th says: “Corn, 
acreage, 100; condition, 103. Wheat, 
acreage, 105; quality, compared with 
last year, 110. Tobacco, acreage, com- 
pared with average, 90; condition and 
stand, 100. Hemp, condition, 70.” 


Tux big Nunn Brothers and Wilke’ 
ranch in Colorado was sold at auction 
on the 4th and bought in by Gregory, 
Cooley & Co., of Chicago, for the sum of 
$91,000. The sale comprises 130,000 
head of cattle, 200 horses and 65,000 
acres of land. 

Wuitr Wagoner, an employe of the 
Cearaline mills at Columbus, Ind., was

WANT THE GOLD. 


Large Lenders of Money Who Insist on 
Payment in Gold—Others Who Believe 
There is No Cause for Fear. 

New York, Aug. 4.—The Evening 
Post says: ‘’{he condition of the money 
market is illustrated by two time loans 
payable in gold, made within the Jast 
four days. One was a loan of $200,000 
at 5 per cent., payable in seven months. 
The amount of the other was so large 
that the broker who made it refused to 
tell the figures, because, he said, they 
would indicate the parties to the trans- 
action. This loan was made at 41/ per 
cent. At the time this money was 
loaned 6 per cent. was the ruling 
rate in the market, and it was not easy 
to get large sums at that. The broker 
who made the loans says that hisclients 
preferred 4}¢ and 5 per cent. with the 
gold clause in the notes to 6 per cent. 
notes payable in currency. He did not 
know whether or not these were ex- 
ceptional cases, but he declared that 
there were persons with large amounts 
of money to lend who preferred the 
gold guarantee to afew thousand dol- 
iars additional interest in ordinary cur- 
rency. 

Other Wall street men spoken to 
were unwilling to credit the statement 
that loans had been made at 414 and 5 
per cent. They said that the money 
would be snapped up at once and lent 
out in five minutes at 6 per cent. Oth- 
ers were sure that the loans mentioned 
were private affairs, and gave no indi- 
cation of the feeling of the money 
market. The desire for gold payments 
for mortgage loans appears to be grow- 
ing, too. The Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Co. will make none other than 
gold loans now. Franklin B. Day said 
yesterday morning that many of his 





clients insisted on gold payments, 
while others were willing to 
make loans on the usual terms. There 


was no difference in the rate of inter- 
est, between gold and ordinary loans, 
he said. The Mutual Life Insurance 
Co., which is a large lender on real es- 
tate, has not been caught by the gold 
fever. Its loans are made on the usual 
notes. 

“A member of the firm of Arnoux, 
Rich & Woodford said: ‘We have ad- 
vised our clients not to insist on gold 
payments. We think that aman who 
is able to pay in currency is able to pay 
n gold. We see no reason to be scared 
at the money situation, and believe 


that legal tender notes are as guod as 
gold.’” 





A CONTRAS?. 


4cenes from the Courts of Brusrile and 
St. Petersburg—Sorrow in the Palace 
of the Good King Leopold and Hilarity 
in the Palace of the Czar. 


Lonpon, Aug. 3.—The royal house of 
Belgium is again stricken. Queen 
Marie, wife of King Leopold and 
mother of the hapless Stephanie, is 
said to be dying, and everybody is talk- 
ing about the ill luck that bas attended 
the members of Leopold’s household. 
Carlotte, his sister, is the insane widow 
of the executed Emperor Maximilian. 
Stephanie, the daughter, is the widow 
of the late Crown Prince Rudolph 
of Austria, who ended his life by sui- 
cide, and Bauduin, his nephew and 
idol, designated as heir to the throne, 
was recently carried off by a mysteri- 
ous disease, not without suspicion of 
self-inflicted violence. Now Queen 
Marie, about a year younger than her 
middle-aged husband, is dying away 
from him at a time when he most needs 
her company and her sympathy. And 
yet Leopold is one of the most amiable 
and democratic of kings. The dying 
queen is an Austrian grand duchess, 
and was married to Leopold about 
thirty-eight years ago. They have 
been an affectionate couple so far as 
the world could observe, and Leopold 
has had a true helpmate in his queen. 

A very different spectacle is being 
witnessed in the palace of the czar. 
This is the name day of the ezarina, al- 
most equal to birthday among north- 
ern nations, and the Russian court has 
been holding, according to tradition, a 
grand cercle. King Alexander of Ser- 
via gave his arm to the empress, while 
the ezar conducted the queen of Greece. 
There has been a state dinner, and this 
evening Peterhof park was grandly il- 
luminated and fireworks displayed, 
chiefly for the edification of the yeung 
King Alexander. 

Kentucky Election. 

LovuIsvILLE, Ky., Aug. 4.— Yesterday 
was the last election by viva voce vote 
that will ever be held in Kentucky. 
The new constitution, despite the pow- 
erful opposition of railroads, banks and 
corporations generally has carried by 
an overwhelming majority, and the last 
state constitution that still recognized 
slavery is a thing of the past. The new 
constitution will tax railways, banks 
and stock companies; abolish the office 
of public printer; provide for a secret 
ballot system and municipal govern- 
ment reforms, and aiso carries an anti- 
lottery clause which will wipe out the 
half dozen lottery charters now being 
operated with semi-daily drawings at 
Covington and Louisville in the inter- 
ests of “policy” games throughout the 
United States generally. 

Reports from the cities and towns 
throughout the state indicate that the 
democratic ticket has about the usual 
majority—probably 20,000. Indications 
are that the alliance or people’s party 
vote is very small, despite the fact that 
every effort was made for two months 
preceding the election to organize the 
alliance men in this state, all the lead- 
ers of that movement of national repu- 
tation, including Senator Pfeffer and 
Jerry Simpson, of Kansas; ‘Taubeneck, 
of Illinois, and Davis, of Texas, having 











stumped the state tlLoroughly.

Death of a Brilliant Southern Woman. 

Mrs. Margaret Calhoun died at At 
lanta, Ga., and was buried at Fort Hill, 
S. C., aged 75. 


[She was born Febrvuery 16, 1816, in Fiiza- 
bethtown, Ky., and wax from an illustriOus 
ancestry. Marrying the eldest son of Hon. 
John C. Calhoun at a time when that states. 
man was atthe zenith of his influence, she 
was eye-witness to some of the most strik- 
ing events in our national history. Mrs. 
Calhoun was the second daughter of the 
late Gen. Duff Green, of Dalton, Ga., and 
Mrs. Lucretia Edward Green. Her paternal 
grandmother was Anna Marshal, a first 
cousin of Chief Justice John Marshal, and 
on her mother’s side she was decended from 
Mildred Washington, a first cousin of Gen. 
George Washington. Up to the time of 
her marriage her home was in Wash- 
ington, D.C. There the social position and 
the political weight of her father, Gen. 
Green, and her own brilliant conversational 
powers secured and established for her a 
foremost place in that brilliant society 
which flourished in the days of Clay, Cal- 
houn and Washington. In 1836 she was war- 
ried to Andrew P. Calhoun, eldest son of 
Hon. John C. Calhoun. She leaves surviv- 
ing her a daughter, Miss Margaret M. Cal- 
houn, and her two sons, John C. and Patrick 
Calhoun. ] 





New Orleans’ New Fire Department. 

At its session the other evening the 
New Orleans council committee perfect- 
eda plan Sf organization of the new paid 
fire department, which will replace the 
volunteer department in December 
next. The new department is to be 
organized and controled by a board of 
sommissioners who are barred from 
any participation in political move- 
ments. Itis to cost the city $247,000 
per annum, and its ofticers and men are 
to be not less than 21 nor more than 65 
years of age, being retired when they 
reach the age limit. The present fire 
chief, ~Tom O'Connor, who is well 
known throughout the country, is 
specially retained as chief 9f the new 
department.

VINCENT A FEEBLE MAN. 


Effort TBeing Made tc Secure the De- 
faulting Treasurer’s Pardon. 

MontG@omeny, Ala., Aug. 7.—Pending 
the consideration of the petition of L 
H. Vincent, defgulting state treasurer, 
for pardon, Govervor Jones appointed 
two eminent physicians to examine him. 
In answer to a specific question from 
the governor, the physicions say that 
Vincent might, under favorable cir- 
cumstances, live out the balance of his 
term of service of about five years. 
They find him, in family and in per- 
sonal history, showing astrong tendency 
to consumption. He has fibrinous con- 
sumption in one lung. His health is 
better than it was a few months ago, 
which physicians attribute entirely to 
the change in surroundings, he having 
been removed from prison to the hos- 
pital. They also report that if again 
returned to prison life and fare, or if 
exposed, or a change of weather should 
bring on acute inflammation of the 
lungs, his consumption would again 
increase and probably prove fatal. At 
best, they consider hi a feeble man, 
and with a miserable family record as 
to consumption. There are petitions 
‘yom every county in the state. with 
thousands of signatures thereto, asking 
for his pardon, but the governor has so 
far given no indication of what he 
will do. 


TWO PERSONS KILLED 


And Twenty [Injured in an Excursion 
Train Wreck. 

CHAMPLAIN, N. Y., Aug. 7.—A train 
conveying a Sunday-school excursion 
from Ellenburg and tteeve’s Point and 
inte: vening stations.on the Central Ver- 
mont railroad, ran into a mail train, 
which had the right-of-way, just cast of 
this station. 

The excursion train had 675 persons 
aboard and was returning from Wells- 
borough Point. Wm. Angel. aged 17, 
son of a merchant of this place, and 
Sam Venett, a laborer of Chateaugary 
lake, were killed outright. and twenty 
others were more or less injured.

TEN PEOPLE DEAL 


And Many Others Are Wounded 
and Dying. 





A Passenger Train Crushes 
Into a Freight. 


A West Shore Freight Train Breaks in 
Two at Night, and Before a Signal 
Could Be Given a Passenger Train 
Dashes Into It with Terrible 


Deadly Results. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Aug. 7.—A freight 
train on the West Shore railroad, going 
west, broke in two between Port Bryon 
and Montezuma, and the fast train, No. 
#, dashed into the rear. The brakeman 
went back to warn the passenger train, 
but the night was so foggy that he was 
not seen. 


The fireman of the passenger train 
and ter Italians en ro.te to Niagara 
Falls, in the smoking “car, were killed, 
and thirty or forty others in the same 
car injured. The sleeping cars were 
burned, and it is supposed nearly all 
the passengers were rescued. 

The injured were brought to Syracuse 
and are being cared for. Also bodies of 
the killed have been brought here for 
identification, Among the injured is a 
member of an opera company who died 
on the way here. 


The scene of the accident is four 
miles from Port Byron and two from 
Montezuma. The trainmen say more 
were killed and are in the wreck. Phy- 
sicians and others were sent from Syra- 
cuse, Auburn, Montezuma and Port 
Byron. 

The scene at the wreck is described as 
terrible. The wrecking team brought 
the killed and wounded here, and am- 
bulances, police patrol wagons and 
hacks made a mournful procession as 
it passed through the crowded streets 
to the hospital and undertakers’ rooms. 

Of the twenty Italians in the smoking 
car only one escaped injury, and he was 
on the platform, usually considered the 
place if greatest danger. Seventeen of 
the injured Italians were brought to 
Syracuse, some of whom will probably 
die. All passengers who were able 
were brought here on the Central train.

PALMER ELECTED 


Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

Detroit, Aug. 7.—Palmer was elected 
commander-in-chief on the second bal- 
lot. 

The recommendation of the comman- 
der-in-chief of the Grand Army favored 
the creation of a provisional department 
for the colored veterans has met 
with a storm of opposition from un- 
expected quarters, and after adjourn- 
ment scores of delegates are in re- 
ceipt of dispatches, a majority from the 
east and west, urging, and in some 
cases demanding that an encampment 
should declare itself in no uncertain 
way on the right of black men to meet 
southern whites on an equal basis under 
the shadow of their post. 

Considerable emphasis was placed 
upon the fact that the commander-in- 
chief’s report virtually asked the en- 
campment to reverse the precedent es- 
tablished by General Alger while com- 
munder-in-chief by his commanders’ or- 
der in which he compelled the Louisiana 
posts to recognize colored veterans as 
on a level with themselves. 

The session was called to order at 9 
o'clock, but the committee's report was 
not ready, and the encampment pro- 
ceeded with the regular business on the 
programme for the day. 





They Will Not Show Up. 

TirFin, O., Aug. 7.—Barrack, the Mt. 
Vernon “Tax Inquisitor” who caused a 
few Seneca county people to sweat 
blood a few months ago, is again in the 
city, accompanied by a retinue of at- 
torneys. Several wealthy residents of 
the county have been “interviewed,” 
and considerable of a furor has been 
created in financial circles by the state- 
ment that a demand will made of 
the cashiers of the several banks to 
show up the deposit accounts of certain 
wealthy patrons. It is stated that all 
the banks here have consulted attorneys 
and will resist the demand should it be 
formully made.

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A NEGRO’S CRIME 


For Which He Will Hang, to the Meas- 
ure of Other Darkies. 


SAVANNAH, Aug. 7.—Albert Morea, 


alias Alber: Morea Kitchen, the double, 
if not tripple wife murderer, will aig 


ate his crimes ou the gallows on Sept. 


18. His trial came off here, and was { 


one of the quickest pieces of legal work 
on record in Chatham county. At 13:15 
o'clock a. m., the jury was secured. At 
8 minutes past 1 o'clock the jury re- 
tired. At 2:21 o'clock p. m. the jury 
rendered its verdict, and at 3:35 o'clock 
p.m. Judge Falligant sentenced the 
negro tv death. 


Kitchen acknowledged that he was 
Morea. He acknowledged the killing 
of Rena Kitchen, for which he was be- 
ing tried, on the night of Sunday, April 
1, and put up a flimsy self defense story 
which was quickly proven to be utterly 
false. He appealed to both the judge 
and the jury for mercy. 

Judge “‘alligant told him that he 
must find mercy at a higher tribunal. 
He was defended by the colored lawyer, 
Hinckle, who, after the case had gone 
to the jury, said that if the man was 
convicted he would not move for a new 
trial, as Kitchen was a bad negro and 
deserved all he would get. The verdict 
gave great pleasure to the negroes, all 
of whom feared -and detested the mur- 
derer. 

Kitchen’s crimes were of a horrible 
nature. In 1889 he returned to Savan- 
nah after serving a sentence of two 
years for trying to kill Jake Hendricks. 
On the first night here he visited his 
wife, Rena Morea, a servant in the em- 
ploye of Captain Brooks, and sleeping 
in the servants’ quarters on his premises 
and cut her throat from ear to ear. He 
then ran off to the phosphate mines 
near Charleston. About a year later 
he married again. His wife became 
afraid of him and fled to Savannah. 
He came here, made up with her and 
after several visits enticed her into the 
yard one night and cut her throat. He 
was captured at the phosphate imines 
and brought back. He is supposed to 
be the man who clubbed his wife so 
badly three or four years ago that she 
died from the injuries.

THE BUZZARD PARTY. 


Purnoses and Objects of the Disaster- 
Loving Democrats. 

The same forces that during the war 
season drove tens of thousands of 
democrats out of the party of their fa- 
thers are at work to-day, and though 
the enforced exodus may not be so 
great in 1893 as from 1861 to 1865, it yet 
must be considerable. The thing that 
democratic leaders never learn is that 
the people, whether classed politically 
as democratic or republican, are Amer- 
ican. The democratic leaders always 
belittle America and exalt foreign 
countries, and always, when there is a 
diplomatic dispute or a commercial 
rivalry between this republic and a for- 
eign nation, are loud in their protests 
that either the right or the might of the 
question, or the might and the right of 
it, are against us. 

Mr. Blaine has brought the Behring 
fea controversy to an honorable conclu- 
sion. isut during the whole progress 
the democratic press and the democrat- 
ic leaders were writing end talking as 
England would have them talk. They 
said that our claim to sole jurisdiction 
over the seal fisheries in Behring sea 
was not good in law, and that the in- 
efficiency of our navy would prevent 
us from making it good in fact. All 
that Lord Salisbury and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote said on behalf of Britain 
lad the mark of wisdom in their eyes; 
xll that President Harrison and Secre- 
tary Blaine said on bebalf of the 
United States was derided by the dem- 
ocratiec press as bad law or bad logic. 
And when American diplomacy was 
successful the democratic leaders had 
no word of congratulation to offer, 
though the democratic people were 
proud of our nation's triumph. 

As in diplomacy, so in commerce. 
The tin plate tariff has been in effect 
but a few days, and the democratic 
press, almost unanimously, is boasting 
that it can never result in the estab- 
lishment of American tin plate works, 
is rejoicing in hope that the British 
monopolists of the trade will increase 
the price of tin plate to American con- 
sumers, and is predicting a speedy ac- 
complishment of its hopes. It is true 
that five American tip plate factories 
already are at work, that twenty-three 
more are contemplated. But that the 
American tin plate industry has not 
been fully developed in the ten days 
that have elapsed since it was afforded 
protection is a matter of great rejoic- 
ing to the democratic leaders. The 
democratic people will be pleased if 
American tinware is made as cheaply as 
English. The democratie leaders dread 
such an event. They dread every event 


independent. 

As in diplomacy and commerce, so in 
acricuiture. 
leaders were as happy as buzzards in 
full scent of a corpse. Farm _ produce 
was selling too low, farmers were de- 
pressed and inclined to take the gioom- 
iest view of the future. The demo- 
cratic buzzards swooped upon them. 
They croaked to them of ‘‘higher prices 
on account of the tariff” for what they 
would have to buy, and of lower prices 
“on account of the tariff” for what they 
would have to sell; they fearfully ex- 
aggerated the number and the money 
value of farm mortgages, and they were 
happy in exact proportion as they suc- 
ceeded in making the farmer miserable. 
It is otherwise today. The tariff, ex- 
cept as regards tin plate, has been in 
operation for some months. Sugar that 
was worth one dollar per ten pounds 
now is worth one dollar per twenty 
pounds; shoes, clothing, farm imple- 
ments, hardware, nearly everything 


that the farmer buys, are lower, or ; 


certainly not higher ‘ton account of the 
tariff,” and the grain that the farmer 
sells is worth far more than it was a 
year ago. The truth about farm mort- 
gages also has come to be known, and 
it is that farms are less incumbered by 
mortgages than town property is, and 
that farm mortgages are being paid off 
quite as rapidly as city mortgages are. 
The result of these things is that agri- 
culture no jonger seems moribund. Itis 
active and healthy and its followers are 
happy. Consequently the democrats 
are miserable. The buzzards have been 
disappointed in their scarch for a 
corpse. They sit upon the fence and 
croak: “It won't last long; it’s only a 
temporary recovery.” 

As in diplomacy, in commerce, in 
agriculture, so in national finance. A 
year or two ago the democratic leaders 
were denouncing the ills of a treasury 
surplus. ‘‘Why is not this money put 
into circulation and the revenue re- 
duced?” they asked. The McKinley 
bill was passed, and by it tariff duties 
to the yearty value of from sixty mil- 
lion to seventy miliion dollars were 
wiped out. The treasury surplus was 
put into circulation. Part of it was 
refunded to states that had paid ‘the 
direct tax” in wartimes. Part of it was 
used for the construction of a war 
navy. Part of it was used to provide 
pensions for disabled soldiers or fer 
the widows @nd orphans of dead sol- 
diers; part of it was used in liquidation 
of the publie debt. And now the dem- 
ocratic leaders denounce the evils of a 
lack of surplus. “Why was not the 
money kept in the treasury as a pro- 
vision against foreign war or other like 
contingency?” is now their cry. 

In the war time the democratic party 
eame tobe known as the copperhead 
party. Its leaders and its press hissed 
and struck venomously at the life of 
the nation. To-day it deserves to he 
known as the buzzard party. Its lead- 
ers predict the death of every national 
enterprise, commercial, manufacturing 
or agricultural, and they predict the 
bankruptey of the nation. Every sign 
of national life seems hateful to them, 
every possibility of national disaster is 
pleasant to them. They area dismal 
party, the party of disorganization, the 
buzzard party. They encourage noth- 
ing, they create nothing, they conserve 
nothing. They feed upon disease and 
fatten upon decay. At present there 
neither is disease nor decay in public 
affairs. Hence the buzzard party is leas 
and hopeless. —Chicago Inter Ocean.

Thé tariff issue is appar- 
ently accepted, but with the vowardly 
proviso of a tariff “levied for the sole 
purpose of producing revenue” to run 
the government. Just what is meant 
by this declaration is hard to see. The 
democrats of Ohio cannot claim that 
| the tariff levied by the republican party 
| is in excess of the needs of the gov- 
;ernment. A tariff for revenue such as 
ithe democrats favored at Cleveland 
means the restoration of the duty on 
sugar, by the abolishment of which 
fifty million dollars are now saved tec 
the people of the country every year. It 
means the removal of the tariff on tin 
plate and the continued dependence of 
American consumers of tin on the 
whims of a tin plate trust in Wales. 
Free sugar and the tin tariff will play 
important parts in the Ohio campaign 
as well as in Iowa and the democrats 
cannot escape these direct questions by 
any “‘tariff for revenue” subterfuges.
